Palomino Horse Breeders 


To Establish Stud Book 


J.W.G. MacEwan, Dean of Agrts 
culture of the University of Mani- 
toba, who is president of the Cana- 
dian Palomino Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation, says that the Palomino 
breeders want to establish stand- 
ards of type, coloring and confor- 
mation for the golden horse and 
within a few years to establish a 
Stud Book which will record the 
names and breeding of Palominos 
of suitable color, conformation, 
type, size and character and _ to 
assign numbers to all such approv- 
ed horses. 

At present the approved Palo- 
mino must not stand less than 14.2 | 
and be of the saddle horse type. No 
drafty or pony type animals are ac- 
cepted. The characteristic golden 
color is the ideal shade but a horse 
may qualify even though afew 
shades darker or lighter. _The skin 
of the body must be black and 
hooves should be dark. No light or 
pumpkin skinned horses will be ac- 


| cepted and the same applies to al- 


bino horses with ‘glass’ or light 
colored eyes. The mane and tail 
should be white, ivory or silver and 
not have over five per cent of dark 
hair. The horse may be solid in 
body color with white on face or 
feet but no white should show on 
the body. 

By doing a good job of selection 
and culling undesirables the estab- 
lishment of the breed may become 
a fact within a comparatively short 
time.

FOR BACON HOGS 


Best results in the feeding of 
growing pigs on a_ barley-oats 
mixture are assured only when the 
essential additions and corrections 
are made to these feeds when 
preparing the ration. The grains 
are best when coarsely ground, and 
for very young pigs the meal 
should be sifted to remove part of 
the harmful hulls. 

There is little, if any, advantage 
to be gained in soaking ground 
feeds. Additional animal protein in 
the form of skim milk, buttermilk, 
meatmeal or commercial . supple- 
ment is needed to supply the 
requirements of growing pigs. An 
insufficient supply of protein in the 
ration is a common cause of slow 
and costly gains. 

Barley and oats supply less cal- 
cium than is required by pigs. 
Milk, meatmeal or tankage and 
commercial supplement all supply 
calcium in addition to the essential 
protein they contain. With inside 
feeding, the use of cod liver oil or 
pilchardene oil at the rate of a 
dessertspoonful per pig daily will 
compensate for the lack of direct 
sunlight and will also supplly 
additional protective vitamins. The 
feeding of oil is usually discontinu- 
ed when the pigs reach the weight 
of about 100 pounds. These suggest- 
ed corrections and additions to the 
barley-oats mixture for feeding 
bacon hogs have been tested at the 
Dominion Experimental, Farm 
and proved to be both 
economical and efficient.

Shooting 


Starts September 20th 


The Minister of Mines and Re: 
sources, Ottawa, has just issued the 
Regulations regarding Migratory 
Birds for the current year. 

A summary of the Regulations as 
| they apply to Alberta follows: 


| Open Seasons, both dates inclusive | 
Wilson's Snipe, Ducks, Geese | 


(other than Ross's Goose), Rails, 
Coots. 

Throughout the Province of Al- 
berta from one-half hour before 
sunrise September 20 to one-half 
hour after sunset November 11. 

There is a closed season through- 
out the year on Eider Ducks, Wood 
Ducks, Swans, Ross's Goose, 
Cranes, all shore birds except Wil- 
son's Snipe, and all migratory non- 
game and insectivorous birds. 

Migratory game birds killed dur- 
ing the open season may be pos: 
sessed in Alberta at any time, but 
the onus of proof that birds possess 
ed were lawfully killed shall be on 
the person having the birds in pos- 
session. 

Bag Limits 

In any day: Ducks, 7; Geese, 5; 
Coots and Rails, 10; Wilson’s Snipe, 
5. 

In any open season: Ducks, 56 
Geese, 20; Rails and Coots, 80; Wil- 
son's Snipe, 50. 

No one shall have in his posses- 
sion at any time more than = 14 


SOIL EROSION 


( By H.G.L. Strange ) 


The Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Swift Current, in addition 
to its usual work, has made also 
during the past twenty years or so, 
some remarkable investigations in- 
to the use of moisture by the wheat 
} plant. First under the direction of 
the late Sydney Barnes and now un- 
der the direction of the scientist Dr 
J.L. Doughty, some quite unexpect- 
ed and unlooked for results have 
been found. One of these announced 
by Dr. Doughty recently at Leth- 


| bridge at the meeting of the Agri-| 


| cultural Institute, and which — sur- 
prised most people, was to the effect 
that the present system of farming 
on these prairies is not causing, as 
some would think, a rapid deterior- 
ation of the soil. In other words, it 
| wouldgappear that if water erosion 
and wind erosion can be controlled, 
| that we can go on growing wheat 
!and grains on these prairies for 
| long, long periods of time without 
suffering from decline in yield per 
acre. This is a comforting thing to 
know, because so many _ people, 
particularly city people, think that 
the so-called prairie “wheat-miners” 
| are rapidly exhausting the fertility 
| of the soil and that in a few years 
| these prairies will not be able to 
| grow any more grain. So the so-call- 
| ed “wheat-miner,” it appears, can 
be absolved from blame.

When rearing chickens to roast- 


ing size, certain practices are ad-| 


visable so as to obtain the most 
| profit. The scarcity of protein feeds 
emphasizes the need to use other 
sources usually available on farms. 
| By supplementing a simple and 
| cheap ration with alfalfa and skim 
milk, cockerels under test, at the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Harrow, Ont., showed a higher rate 
of growth than did birds deprived 
of these supplements, says W. 
Mountain, Head Poultryman 

Good pasture, skim milk or but- 
termilk, and early morning free- 
dom to search for insects before 
the heat of the day, do much to 
promote growth, Overcrowding, 
fighting and vermin are common, 
though easily rectified causes of re- 
tarded growth 


With heavy breeds the most rapid 
gains are made during the first five 
months. Two or three weeks more 
on a wet fattening mash will pro- 
vide the nice finish preferred by the 
| consumer. 

During the fattening period exer- 
| cise should be reduced by confining 
the birds to pens, or if time is avail- 
able, fattening crates provide an 
even better environment for maxi- 
mum gains and finish. 

Dry picking presents a dressed 
bird with its natural bloom unim- 
paired, although the  semi-clad 
method, when properly applied, is 
accepted by some markets for 
quick sale. The grading of chickens 
is based largely on appearance and 
the blemishes caused by overscald- 
ing may cause an otherwise choice 
carcass to fall in a lower grade.

PROVINCE SUSPENDS 
60 DRIVERS’ LICENSES 


Mee par | 

Operating of Alberta's compul- 
sory car liability act has resulted 
in 60 drivers’ licenses being sus- | 
pended according to information re- 
ceived by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association. The new act 
which sets up a fund for compensa- | 
tion of those injured in accidents | 
went into effect April 1. | 

There are more than 150,000, 
licensed car drivers in the province. 

Of the 60 suspensions, about 20 
drivers had their licenses returned 
when their owners posted either a 
bond or cash to cover estimated 
damage they have caused in motor 
accidents. 

Forty suspensions are still in ef- 
fect and these drivers will stay 
“banned” from driving on a high- 
way until they have made good the 
damage caused. 

| 


On the basis of $1 per license fee 
in addition to the regular license, | 
the province has established a fund | 
of $100,000. Damages and claims 
by persons injured in accidents are 
paid from this fund. No actual 
claims for payment have been made 
yet.
